Dust Complaints 
Aired By Council 


Proposed B y Faculty 


At a time of the year when 
it’s normally concerned w i t h 
cold temperatures and snow re­ 
moval. City Council was occu­ 
pied Monday night by com­ 
plaints of severe dust conditions 


on unimproved streets caused 
by the hot, dry weather. 


As an upshot of the discus­ 
sion. Councilman G e o r g e E 
Willshaw. chairman of the fi­ 
nance committee, promised to 
confer today with Safety-Serv- 
ice Director Robert Owen on 
purchase of several truckloads 
of oil to help alleviate the con­ 
dition.

Maybe Gen de Gaulle’s much* 
talked-of visit to Washington in 
a few months will furnish the

Rob­ 
ert Ii. Drury, legal counsel for 
the Ohio Education Association, 
offer some points, and Harold 
West, representing building cus­ 
todians. who are members of 
the Ohio Association of Public 
School Employes, offer counter­ 
ing arguments.

Rlair and 
the custodians have been meet­ 
ing amicably in an attempt to 
reach a decision on how the law 
effective Sept 16. applies to the 
custodial force. 
The board agreed to i n v i t e 
Drury to last night's session to 
explain his views of the law aft­ 
er Rlair reported at the meet­ 
ing Oct. 7 that he would like 
the law clarified before making 
any commendation to the board 
However. Drury said he could 
only give his personal opin­ 
ions since no interpretation has 
been made by the courts. West 
told the board he presumes 
OAPSE will make a court test. 
Several board members Indi­ 
cated following the meeting that 
they believe a court test will be 
necessary, although the c i t y 
board may not be Involved

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Deer Hunters 
Warned On 
Heart Strain 


MINNEAPOLIS (AP) - More 
than one in IO oeer hunters over 
40 years of age—possibly many 
more—face serious heart trou­ 
ble in an all-out, successful deer 
hunt. 


This was the chief conclusion 
of a unique series of experi­ 
ments 
recently 
conducted 
in 
Minneapolis, in which hunters 
actually broadcast the strain put 
on their hearts under simulated 
hunting conditions. 


Thirty-seven hunters, all over 
40 and certified by their own 
doctors 
as 
having 
normal 
hearts, were re-checked bv a 
volunteer team of doctors. 


Then 
they slogged 
through 
heavy gravel for three minutes, 
dragging a 100-poung sandbag to 
simulate pulling a deer out of 
snowy woods 


Tiny 
radio 
transmitters 
strapped to their waists broad­ 
cast their electrocardiograms to 
receivers monitored bv doctors 
nearby. 


Of the 37 men, four showed 
abnormal heart activity suffi­ 
cient to halt their tests 


The test results, to be pub­ 
lished in the November issue of 
Minnesota Medicine, were re­ 
leased in advance by the Min­ 
nesota Heart Association as a 
warning to deer hunters before 
the Minnesota season opens next 
month. 


Since more than one in IO of 
a 
carefully 
screened 
group 
failed the test, said Dr Arthur 
C Kerkhof, director of the heart 
group’s work valuation unit, it 
is probable that the percentage 
of failure would be considerably 
higher for the mass of over-40 
deer hunters who take to the 
woods 


However, Dr Kerkhof said, a 
deer hunter who takes it easy 
has the odds much more in his 
favor.
